f he East Coast Steamer. 



An eatoemed friend, in a oommani- 

cation anent tho East Coast Btoamor, 
published j'oslorday, porsisloiilly ro- 
iuHos to look upon tho advonisomont 
calling for tenders for tho carriage of 
the mails boiwoen Victoria and tho 
outlying districts in any other light 
than an attempt to deprive the settlors 
of tho benefit of steam oommunication 
•with Victoria. Tiro burden ot our 
correspocdont's plea is, withdraw tho 
Douglas and tho Colony i?ill stand 
Btill; tho dcvolopomcnt of our nutuiai 
Tosourcea will cease; tho growth of 
pigs and cattlo and grain on tbo 
Island will bo stunted horicclortk and 
forever. " Tho Douglas," orioa our 
correspondont, " or wo porish !" Wo 
agroo with our corroHpondont, thai 
tbo Douglas has contribuiod to tho 
prosperity of tho settlement ; that ber 
obliging captain is doBorvodlj popular ; 
and that "tlioro are oihor cx])onso8 
■which might with advantage bo r0'< 
duoed" bt'loro tho Sir Jamoa Doujgiss 
need bo in l^fer-^ -^tt,'' %o grant 
all this, and still we say that when 
tbo gentlemao a!^sertB that tbo saiva- 
tion of tbo Colony depends upon tho 
Douglas boing kept on tho route, ho 
lays down a proposition that is altOK 
golher orronrous and untonablo. Jlo 
might with equal cnrrtc ncis doclaro 
that if tbo Colony declined to continue 
to pay $750 a trip to tho California, 
and preferred to employ anollior vcsaol 
at $500 a trip, the country -would 
bo utterly and irretrievably lost. To 
say that in order to preserve tho coun- 
try districts it is necessary for Gov- 
ornmont to incur a loss of $1^000 or 
§3000, when tho samosorvico might bo 
porformod by a piivato boat at a 
much less figuro,i8 absurd. Tho neces- 
sity of steam communicHtion with tho 
East Coast is rcoogn-zed by all. So 
fir oar correspondont meets with no 
opposition ; bat when bo seeks to con- 
ray the impression that, cost what it 
may, the Government steamer must 
be kept on, oar path leads os in a dif> 
ferent direction. The pablio demand 
economy and retrenchment in every 
department of the Government — from 
the Qovernor down to the bamblo 
janitor at the pabtio boildinga • and 
with a deficit in the oarront year ot 
$250,000 to $300,000 staring us in the 
face, what reasonable man can obj'^ci 
to tho demand ? Tboroforo wo repeal 
to^doy what wo said on Tuesdav , if 
the Government can have tho mails 
convoyed up and down tho East Coast 
upon a BtoaiDor owned by private 
partiosat a less iiijuro than ;L loses in 
keeping tho bir Jan. Douglas l uniiing, 
then it is tho du:y of tho Gov- 
eraraoQt to employ the private con- 
veyanco j but if when tho tenders have 
boon opened it shall be found that tho 
lowest sum demanded an u subsidy is 
equal to or in excess of tho amount anv 
Dually lost by tho DoaglaSi then wo 
think that tbo latter should have tbo 
preference. The only objeot we have 
in view is economy ; for it mast bo 
patent to every one that the Colony 
cannot bear a heavier load of tazatioa 
than it now staggers under. li wo 
increase the Tariff, wo drive our 
foreign trade to other marts. If we 
raise the Trades' Licences^ wo aag- 
aent the nnmber of empty stores ;

Tho only course for 
tho country to pursuo ia to keep down 
expenses until an addition to our 
populatiou brings an inoroaao to our 
rovonuo.

Aliuo.st every day we henr and see 
soiiit'tliiiii^ that utniises or agitates us. 
llcpurls, wlictlic:' true or faLsc, iVoiii the 
Royal camp, our hostile neighbors, the 
G'lUas, and from the various provinces in 
the possession of the rebel chiefs, como to 
us (Jaily, tlit'oiigli the inediiiiii of those 
who bring to our prison provisions of all 
kinds to sell. iS'ow we bear of the ^Vilg 
shtiiii Oobazye of Tigro coming lo besiege 
our Ainbu, then it i.s whispered that the 
King has quitted his fence at Debrn 
Tabor, and is mnrcliinir id this direction ; 
then, again, we are told that the Wollo 
Oallas have driven off the cntiio belonging 
to King Theotlnre, which arc unilcr 
guardianship of the villagers (>f our lort- 
re.ss, ami wliich graze on the pastures be- 
low us ill the valleys. Stirring tales of 
contests, pillage, triiitnplis and defeats 
have dill'used uinuiig tho inliubitanis of 
the hills and valleys, tiiouiitaiiis and plains, 
asoi t of Will like fei.'ling, up to this very 
rock, wliere every cowardly nifllaii b.ibbles 
and chaliers as if he were tlio champion 
of Abyssiuia and tbe prop of the convuls- 
ed realin. We have had ocular demon- 
stration of tho wonderful cotirnge and 
prowess of the brave guards over 
ns.

A 
dozen Kiont ICnglishiiien, with a revolver 
or two eiicli, might easily snhdiie the 
whole garrison here, and set us all at lib- 
erty. It would appear that the King has 
licen advised to remain at Debra Tabor 
during the rainy season, and to defer his 
visit to the .Miigdala until tho Spring. I 
trust we .shall never see iiis face again,
